Using 3.25mm Nccdlc.s, cast on 85 (97-107-111) sts. 

Wfark 20 rows rib as for Back of Jacket

rep from • to last 5 (4-3-5) sts, rib 5 (4-3-5) ... 99 
(111-123-127) SIS. 

Change to 4.00mm Needles. 

Work 16 (20-24-28) rows patt as for Back of Jacket. 
Keeping patt correa, dec at each end of next 3 rows. 

Work 1 row. 

Rep last 4 rows a further 14 (16-18-18) times ... 9 (9-9-13) 
.sts. 

Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up and fasten 
off .sccuiely. 



RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Slip-.stitch ca.st-on edge of Fn)nts to lower edge of pockets 
above rib band, then oversew at side edges. Witlr right side 
facing and using 3. 25mm Needles, knit up 77 (83-93-97) sts 
evenly along edge of Right Front and acttxss end of 
neckband, noting to work through both thickncs.ses along 
edge of pocket. 

W'ork 3 rows rib as for Sleeves, beg with a 2nd row. 

4th row - Rib 3, cast off 2 sis, • rib 12 (13-15-16), cast off 2 
SLs, rep from • to last 2 (3-3-2) sts, nb 2 (3-3-2). 

5th row - Rib 2 (3-3-2), turn, cast on 2 sts, turn, * rib 12 
(13-15-16), turn, ca.st on 2 .sts, turn, rep from • to last 3 sts, 
rib 3 ... 6 buttonholes. 

Work 4 row.s rib. 

Cast off loosely in rib 



MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, press lightly, 
taking care not to flatten patt Using back-stitch, join hat 
seam from beg of shaping to point. With right side facing and 
using 3.25mm Needles, knit up 35 (38-43-47) sts evenly 
around neck edge, beg and ending at centre of rib band Oe 
leaving first 3 cm of rib band free). 

Knit I row. Cast off kniiways. 

Fold rib band in half on to right side and catch in position at 
ends. Using 4 strands of yarn 100 cm long for each, make 2 
twisted cords (sec below) and attach one to each side of hat. 
Using cardboard 2.5 cm in diameter with a 1 .2 cm hole, make 
3 pom-pons (see below) and aiuch one to point and one 
each to ends of cords 



POM-PONS 

To make a pom-pon, cut two circles of cardboard, the diameter depends on the size of the pom-pon to be mtide, and 
should be equal to the size of the finished pom-pon plus approximately 1 .25 cm for trimming, plus the diameter of the 
centre hole, e.g. for a pom-pon 4 cm across, ^e circles would be 4 cm, plus 1.25 cm, plus 1.25 cm for centre hole, 
cquads 6.5 cm. Cut a round hole in the centre, the size of the hole is approximately a quarter of the finished pom-pon. 
Wind the yarn round and round the cardboard until 
the centre hole is completely filled up. 

Place the point of a pair of scissors between the two 
circles of cardboard and cut around, keeping the 
scissors between the cardboard all the time. Using a 
double strand of yam, wrap round between the two 
circles of cardboard, knot firmly, and take away 
cardboard. Trim tx)m-tx>n. 




TO MAKE A TWISTED CORD 

Method requires two people. Take as many strands of yarn as 
required, approximately three times the length required for 
the finished cord. Knot each end and slip a pencil between 
strands. Each person holds yam just below pencil with one 
hand and twists pencil clockwise with other hand, keeping 
yarn taut. When yarn begins to kink, catch centre over 
door-knob or back of chair. Bring pencils together for one 
person to hold, while other grasps centre of yarn, sliding 
hand down and releasing at short intervals , letting yarn twist. 
Knot ends to prevent unravelling.

With right side 
facing, slip sts from right front stitch-holder on to a needle, 
using same needle knit up 40 (40-44-45) sis evenly around 
neck, incl sts from back stitch-holder and dec 4 sts evenly 
across stitch-holder, then knit across sts from left from 
stitch-holder ... 56 (56-60-61) sts. 

Knit 4 rows garter st, working a buttonhole (as before) in 2nd 
row.

Shape crown - 1st row -Kl,* K2 tog, Kll (13-14-15), rep 
from * to last st, Kl ... 74 (86-92-98) sts. 

2nd and 4lh rows - Purl. 

3rd row - Kl, • K2 tog, KIO (12-13-14). rep from ■* to last st. 
Kl ... 68 (80-86-92) sis. 

5th row - Kl, • K2 tog, K9 (11-12-13), rep from • to last st, 
Kl ... 62 (74-80-86) sts. 

Com dec in this manner (working one st less between dec 
each time) in alt rows until 44 (50-56-62) sts rem, then in 
foil 6tli rows until 8 sts rem. 

Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up tightly and 
f^ten off securely. 

MAKEUP 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron (unless stated 
otherwise on ball band), press' lightly. Using back-stitch, 
join seam, reversing for garter st brim. Pre.ss seam. Turn back 
brim for 3 cm.
